THK aorEiiN^!J!:NrS DEFUNCE. 

Tlioao wlio fuUuuod llie ciurso of ovouta 
in tliu liitu Noitlr.vcat rebellion, with 
minds divested of uiiy prejudice, who i\re 
aware of the many Uvea that were lost in 
battle, tbo perpetration, of a number of 
cold blooded murders, the unquestionable 
efforts of Uiel to foster and euataiu the 
ill-feeling between tho Tiidiiuia and the 
"ovornnient, from personal pecuniary mo- 
tives under the cloak of a nativo patriot- 
ism, came to the irresistible conclusion tliat 
ho richly merited the fate that overtook 
him. But party, reliKiouB and nationil 
feeling runs hish in tho east, and tho 
cauBu of the Indiana and half-breods was 
made a political queation, and, however 
unworthily, tho agitation became of such 
importance that the mintater of justice, 
at the request- of .the., privy council, has 
issued a memorandum respecting the 
chief points bearing on the case of tho 
Queen against Riel. This has been done 
cliietly because it is rocogni/.ad that the 
appeals to tho aniinoaitiea of race which 
havu been made with momentary success 
aro likely to bo continued to the detri- 
ment of the general welfare of tho coun- 
try, and it is, therefore, with the idea of 
givinit the fullest publicity to the grounds 
for his conviction and punishment for 
hi;^h treason that this cmirao has been 
taken. Firat, aa to the leyality of the 
tribunal (in that the jury was composed 
of six persons only and that a grand jury 
was not empanelled), the mode of trial has 
been sanctioned by the hiii;he3t court in the 
empire. The zeal and ability of prison- 
er's counsel were generally admitted; but 
even they, fmdiiii,' tho evidence of guilt 
both upon written documonts signed by 
the prisoner, and otherwise, so conclusive, 
did not attempt to dispute it, but fell back 
upon the contention that the prisoner was 
insane and therefore not responsible for 
his actions. . 

•'If, up to tho ovo of the reiort to arras, 
hisfianity was open to question, it is un- 
accountable that no one, either amon<; his 
followers or his opponents, should have 
called public attention to it. If the gov- 
ernment had then attempted to place him 
under restraint as a lunatic, it is believed 
that no lino would have been found to 
justify their action, and that those who 
now assert him to have been irresponsible 
would have been loud and well warranted 
in their protest." 

Then, again, it has been urged that the 
prisoner's crime was a political ono, in- 
spired by political motives alone; that a 
rebellion prumpted only for tho redress of 
alleged political grievances differs widely 
f^ora an ordinary crime, and that its lead- 
er, however erroneous his views, is on- 
titled, at least, to be regarded us unsellish 
and, in his own view, patriotic. 

"This ground has been most earnestly 
considered, but the government has been 
unable to recognize in the prisoner a poli- 
, .ticul otlender only, or to see that upon the 
evidence there can be any doubt that hia 
motives wern mainly selfish. On the con- 
trary. It aoemj plain that ho was willing 
at any nionieiit, for the sake of gain, to 
desert his deluded fulluwers, and to uliau- 
don his efforts for the redresa of tlieir 
alleged grievances f, undercover of them, 
he could have obtained satisfcctiou for his 
own personal money demanda." - 

In regard to the above it was distinctly 
proven in evidence that Riel claimed from 
the federal t;overnnieiit, a little previous 
to tho uprising, as a condition of leaving 
the country, the sum of §100,000, and 
when told that the claim was e.xorbitant, 
reduced it to §35,000, and in answer to an 
objection as to the claims of the half- 
breods, said: "If- I am satisfied they 
will bo." 

But if aa unselfi.-ih desire could bo 
credited to tho prisoner to redress political 
wrongs even by armed rebellion, it would 
at least have been necessary to disprove 
the charge which lay against him, that in 
his own mind the claims of humanity had 
no place, but that he was prepared to 
carry out hia designs by bringing up m an 
uno^ending people all the horrors of an 
Indian uprising, with the outrages and 
atrocities which, as he knew full well, 
must inevitably accompany it. That this 
cannot be disproved, but that it is beyond 
all di2pute true, the evidence makes 
plain. 

Whether rebellion also should bo pun- 
ished with death is a question upon which 
opinions may ditl'er. Treason will prob- 
ably over remain what it ahvaya haa been 
among civilized nations, the highest of all 
Crimea; but each conviction for that of- 
fence must be tre.ited and disposed of by 
the executive government upon its own 
merits, and with a full consideration of all 
the attendant circumstances. In this par- 
ticular inatmice, it was a second nffeiice 
and, as on llic first uccafiioii, accompanied 
by bloodshed under tho direct and imme- 
diate o.der of tho prisoner, and by the 
atrocity of attempting to incite an Indian 
warfare, the possible results of which the 
prisuner could and did thoroughly appre- 
ciate. In deciding upon the application 
■for the coinmutaiion of the sentence pass- 
ed upon ihe ])ri3oner the government 
were obliged to keep in viosr the need of 
exemplary u.nd deterrent punishment for 
xirime committed in a country situated in 
regard to settlement and population as are 
the Northwest Territories; the isolation 
and defenceless position of tho settlors al- 
ready there; tho horrors to which they 
would ha exposed in the event of an In- 
dian outbreak; the effect upon intending 
settlers of any weakness in the adminis- 
tration of the law; and the consequences 
which must f(ilIow in such a country if it 
came to bo believed th:it .sucii crimes aa 
JRiel's could be committed, without in- 
ourring the extreme penalty of tha law, by 
• any one who was either subject to dalu- 
• flions, or could load people to believe that 
he. was so subject. 

To sum up, Biel was broiigUt to trial by 
a court •ivhosi; jurisdiction waa fully cou- 
lirmod; thi' trial had therein wa« a fair one, 
and in that trial it was elicited that he wa.s 
the recognized and aelivo leader of tbo re- 
bellion, that he led olherK luul was not him- 
self led, being a man of inoidiuato vanity, 
excitable, irritable and impatient of con- 
tradiction; that ho, in the pursuit of per- 
sonal ends under the guise of a patriot eu- 
deavoriug to redress his i nation's "^ongs, 
waged war in the Queen's doniiiiionB 
against her crown and digjiity: tbat lie 'was 
not insano when ho did so, and that he was 
consequently guilty of high treason. Ho 
was accordingly sentenced to -death, and 
the fact of this being his second ofl'ence of 
the same nature, and his order of intelli- 
gouce being such aa to have made him per- 
fectly cognizant of the disastrous effects 
thot must ensue from his action, he Huftercd 
the full extent of tho law. Tho federal 
government at tho commencomeut of tho 
uprising were blamod by factious oppo- 
pents as being responsible for it; they were 



tho subject of abu.se from the same sources 
when conviction and Bcuteuce wcro an- 
nounced, and from that date uutil itn eie- 
cutiou were made the but of threats Jroni 
their suppurteia and oppohents' ; ooiiditibu- 
ally upou their interference or" nou- 
iuterforeuce with the course of the 
law. Their attitude in the premises 
IB now a matter of history, and is one 
which will not only receive the concmreucL; 
of those who iiiny choose tu ponder the 
subject in the future, but will stand tho 
crucial test of the next Domiuiou oleetiou. 



"Chinese HiHst CJo." 

To TUK EaiToit:— -Sir— Porniit mo to 
say a few words in your papor that your 
readers may see that it is now high tinio 
for the Chinese to lea\'o every town and 
city. The two strongest nations aro now 
crying out that tha "Chinese must go." 

The Amorican Eitjlo in its high .state ia 
no A' dragging the poor Mongolian by hia 
tail back across the ocean because tliero ia 
no more "liberty" for him under tho 
"stars and stripes. " 

The Chinese under the Britiali ilag aro 
not at "liberty," but aro drivon out and 
compelled to bo shipped as living cargo 
back to Asia and not to return to America 
any more. 

The question ia. Why are these crea- 
tures forced to leave the two countries I 
It is not because they are not good work- 
ers, or that their heads aro peculiarly 
dressed, that iiiakea the "Melican and 
King George man" to shout theory which 
is oehood -between -British Columbia and" 
Washington Territory that the "Chinese 
must go." 

"Chinese muBt go," not because these 
countries are disturbed by their miscon- 
duct, for they labor honestly for a living, 
for which no man under tlio ami i:) to bo 
annoyed because it ia said that "in the 
awoat of Ilia face man shall eat bread." 

It ia well known that the cry iigainat 
these harmless and ingenioua Aaiatic.s ia a 
cry of grief. 

The whites are struggling to relieve 
themselves ef their griovaiicoa, because 
they know the wealth of their countries is 
flowing across tho Pacitic to Asia by 
laboring Chinese, though it was got by 
their worthy labor. The cry against the 
Chinese is because that those white folk 
can do without them, for the mure Johns 
there bo the more money goea to their 
Asiatic graves to return no muro. 

jMr. liditor, we have a Chinaman in our 
village, but ho is not to bo compared with 
those whito people, because hia position is 
different from any other Chinaman. 

Our big John Chinaman is situated in n 
higher position and receives a bishop's 
salary, and he la a "peculiar" man, for ho 
is brave and a coward, he ia tir.st-clasa for 
Bolf defence with a Winclieater rille when 
no one wishes to do him any harm, but 
when one of his own adherents accident- 
ally threw a stone through his window ho 
swears before the commission that a bul- 
let from a gun nearly hit him, and swears 
ho saw the men who (ired it at him within 
the distance of thirty or forty yards. In 
cross question by the attorney general at 
the commission court, he said that this 
bullet had only gone through one pane of 
glass and it dropped on the floor. Now, 
you see tho peculiarity in hiin and tho 
bullet. 

When tho comniiasioners know this 
they recommended the government to 
take off two acres of our vilU^o site to ho 
government land, and patted iiim on tho 
back to remain on it and carry on hia 
business among us. 

Sir, I think it far better and cheapor 
for tho government niid those who sided 
with thia Chinaman as "Apropos," und 
others who take an interest in his buai- 
r.i'ss to set apart two acres of land, no 
matter who the owner is, right in the 
centre of Victoria city, and let the busine'aS 
bo carried on only half the time ho has 
carried it on among ua. I say this be- 
cauao it will save much time and esiteuse 
to the government, for they will not have 
tu send up a ship of war here every win- 
ter it will be a matter of a few minutes 
work to telephone from Victoria toEiqui- 
raalt than you will have in Victoria har- 
bor a gunboat, and this will take up all 
your time and some of your principal and 
working men will bo summoned to leave 
their lawful vocation under John China- 
man's false Bcousation, for every time 
when his case is tried it is found to be 
false. 

Victoria is the place for such a |5er.son 
for ho is Drat class for lawsuit.s. It will 
keep all tho lawyers bucy to try and u|j- 
set the city counoira work, fur every 
winter ever headman will be inipri.ioued 
if anybody tranegre.-i'iea the nilu of the 
said council, then in tliis way your roads 
and other city improvements will "ttick- 
in-the-mud" as he has done with us, for 
where he is there are no village ruled and 
regulations. 

He ia also a wonderful trader to cifilizo 
and christianize Indians with obeap goods. 
X think if he is set up in Victoria city he 
will civilize and christianize tho wholesalo 
mercbantfi there, for he sells goods here 
under wliolcHalc prices. Ueats all other 
Chinese wbole.sale jHiees for rice. Our 
cheap jol;u soils at $1.00 per mat. lie cur- 
ries on his business for this one ]Hiiut — "to 
make ono proselyte." White people can 
do without Chinese, sir, and we can get 
along without a Chiuaman. 

For nineteen years our c.)ininuii ity was 
I in peace and ((uietnc'.sfi, and llie village in- 
dustries were iiiiiji'oving without a China- 
man's aid. lint nnw v,'e are in trouble, 
the improvement of (jur village is iiindcr- 
ed, and our inonoy goes from us to Giiina 
and to return no more. This was never 
done before, for the profits of our money 
were spent in tho improvement of our 
village. 

All other towns vrant improving and no 
hindrance, therefore we will join tho cry 
— the Chinese must got

TcE'rlblc Sufteriings or the Crew 
of tbe Bark Albula. 

Teu Drowned, the ttest Almost 
§ta:rved. 



vTho bark irarquia of Lorne, wliiah iir** 
rived from Hongkong at San Franoiscn 

on the 3rd inst., reports at follows; On 
October 24th the weather waa thick and 
the wind and rain from the north. At 
3 p.m. a sail was seen to windward, and 
by dark it could bo seen that aho was dis- 
abled: after dark saw that aho was mak- 
ing a signal torchlight to attract attention. 
At 1 p.m., on the 25th, got' the boat out 
aud started to pull for her, but aaw a 
squall making up in the northwest and 
concluded to wait until it passed over. It 
came on heavy, splitting up our top- 
gallants and flyjibs, an I concluded to 
wait until daylight, and spent tho rcat of 
the night in beating up closo to her and 
answering her signals. At daylight wo 
were close to her, and then sent away tho 
boata in charge of tho first ollicor. Tho 
morning was like lha night, drizzling rain 
and hazy, but wo could see that she was 
a complete ..reck, with nothing standing 
but her foremast and foreyard with a 
pioco of the foresiul upon it. Her quar- 
ter-dock house and t)ulwark3_ were all 
gone and tho hull waterlogged, with a 
list tu poit and the deck level with tlio 
water. At 3 a, m. the boat came back 
with six of ths orew, and reported it to 
be the British ship Albul I of St. John, 
Jf. B. I Captain Paasmore, seventy days 
from Burrard's Inlet, I) C, for Shanghiii, 
loiidod with lumber. The boat made a 
soeond trip and brought back Captain 
I'assmoro and four oiliura, tho remainder 
of the crew having been lost. 

They wero in a starving condition, hav- 
ing had nothinir to eat for eleven daya but 
a tow little birda and Qsh which they 
laanaged to catch about tlio wreck. 'The 
captain roporta that they were ihiown on 
Iheir beam ends on October 15th in i\ 
severe typhoon from the southeast. The 
shin at the time hove to under bare poles. 
They wero about to oiit'i away the masts 
at tho time slio wont over. The deckload 
had previously got adrift and listed the 
ship after she capsized. Tho secnnd mate 
managed to cut aoino of tho lanyards of 
the main riuging away ; at the aamo time 
tho steward cut away the miz/.on lanyards 
with a pocket kinfe, and they all snapped 
like a pi;>o-3tuin, although they were iron. 
Thu ship gradually righted after f,rooing 
heraolf of the deckload. When she oamo 
up everything, waa gone; also the mute 
and ten of the crew. Tho balance man- 
aged to get to the forecastle head, where 
they reinairiod the rest of the storm, and 
fur eleven days lived without food and 
four days without water, in a burning hot 
sun. They had just about given up to 
die when thoy sawour ship, and ihey all 
got down and prayed that we might see 
thoir signals and save 'them. Thoy wero 
thankful enough when they came over 
our Bhip'u side, and could not express 
their thanks. 

The captairi aay.s thiit upon the fourth 
night after thoy were wrecked they wore 
dying for water, having had none all that 
tioie, when they all got down on thoir 
knees and prayed for a ahowor.

They caught a little land bird about the 
size of a sparrow. It was divided into 
twe-t'e pw-ta, together with a small Hying 
Csh. I visited the wreck and picked up a 
few bits of rope and canvas which were 
lyi 11}; around. Tho hatches were gone, 
the deck lorn up m places and tho hold 
full of water I c.^uld see no pr.ispoct of 
saving anything, but if a nteanior thould 
full in with her thoy might tow her to 
some anchorage and save iho cargo. At 
p. m. wu filled away and lafl her alone 
in hor glory, a pitiable wreck of better 
days, in latitude 27 deg , 20 miii. north, 
longitude 1 3:5 de'.; . 20 mill, east, twenty 
miles east ol thu LooOhou islands. Shu 
had been drifting south about live miles 
per day since the typhoon This was 
probably the same typhoon which wo had 
two' days earlier.
